It is .situated on a bleak 
prairie, near a mud river, and has the blues. 
The arrival ol the Presidential party did 
not create a ripple in that town. 
When 
the “United States” marched down the 
lonely streets in carriages, the people did 
not have energy or curiosity enough to get 
on the sidewalks and see what was coming. 
The ubiquitous iiandorganist would have 
created more stir rn Dodge City than the 
President of the Lulled States, and the 
General of the army.

Grant and wife, accompanied by the May­ 
or of San Franc »sco: J D Jackson, ol the 
Dost, and other city officials and eminent 
gentlemen and ladles, left this morning ai 
10:25 on a special train for San Jose, pro­ 
vided by the (J I* R ii, where the party 
arrived after a run of seventy one minutes, 
a distance of fifty miles. 
The General’* party wero met 
al tin 
depot by the Mayor and City Council of 
San Jose and a vast throng of people. Tne 
Mayor delivered an eloquent address oi 
welcome, to which General Grant replied. 
Among other things, he said that ail the 
receptions by kings and princes were t 
nothing compared to those ol the sover­ 
eigns of his own country. 
Amid cheering and music, the General 
then entered the carriage, drawn b y four 
splendid horses, and, folio wed by the rest 
of the company, paraded the principal 
siree1*, which were crowded with people. 
On the steps of the Court House the 
school children sang “America” us the car­ 
riage of the General hailed, and amid the 
ringing of bells, sounding ol whistles, and 
steam lire engines, the precession ma Ie Us 
w ay to the lair grounds. 
The procet'uon w n composed of the 
Stase militia, fire departments, veterans ol 
the 
Mexican 
war, 
and Union und 
Contecerate 
ex-soldiers, 
i California 
pioneers, civic societies, and citizens on 
foot, horseback and in carriages.] 
At the Is ir grounds tnere was a large 
exhibition of live stock to which General 
Grant paid much attention, and an inter* 
eating trotting race between two celebrat­ 
ed horses, Occident and Graves. 
In the city the buildings in the most 
public streets were decorated in 
hand­ 
some style, almost outdoing San Francisco 
and Oakland, and in the evening there was 
given by the citizens a superb banquet at 
the A uzerais House, where the General 
was introduced to the populace trorn the 
balcony, on which occasion he made a 
characteristic speech, thanking the people 
for their hospitable and enthusiastic wel­ 
come. 
The party, after an exceedingly enjoya­ 
ble day to all concerned, will leave San 
Jose at IO:JO and arrive in this city aa 
hour later.

DEADWOOD. 


Further Details of the Destruction 
of the City, by Fire. 


Bism arck, D. T., Sept. 26 —The burning 
of Deadwood this morning threw all Dako­ 
ta into a tremor of excitement. She is tho 
richest and largest town in the Territory. 
No details can be received during the day. 
The military telegraph line was occupied 
all day with commercial messages ordering 
stocks ot goods, and preparing for the 
emergency that was threatening the home­ 
less people. The Dead wood Joperator took 
up his station ou a bluff, a mile aud a half 
from the ruined town, and contented him­ 
self with the head of a barrel for a desk. 
General Sturges, command lug at Fort 
Meade, twenty mile* aw ay,early respond­ 
ed to the cry ot the tuflerers, and tendered 
them shelter at the barracks, and rations. 
Deadwood was situated in a gulch, with a 
few houses scattered on tho side oi tho 
hills. When once on fire a draft would be 
created, and no ordinary agency could pre­ 
vent its total destruction. 
The 
military 
operator in charge at 
Deadwood reports officially as follows: I 
have no money. {Saved all the office re­ 
ceipts. Everything is very high aud they 
require cosh. 
We carried everythin 
the office half a mile, but It didn’t burn. 
The building was on fire several times and 
it got so hot we couldn’t stand it. 
The 
office was finally raved by blowing up the 
adjoining building with 
giant powder. 
Tne wire is burned for a mile and a half. 
The estimated loss bf properly in the city 
is $2,000,000. 
The whole town is in ashes. The peo­ 
ple are wild, all wanting Lo scud their inoi- 
sagcs at once.

INTRODUCTORY. 
Believe, me, friends, I approach the sub­ 
ject this evening with no iconoclastic pur­ 
pose. I take up the discussion of a char­ 
acter for whom I have boundless admira­ 
tion. I desire to recognize all the facts. 
Jesus has been a name of unmeasured in­ 
fluence, and the Christianity founded upon 
his name has been a sublime factor in the 
history of the race to which we belong. It 
Is a fitting question, then whence comes 
the power of this Judean peasant ? What 
constitutes the vitality of Jesus ? 
Bear 
with me while I again, in the interest of 
intellellectual clearness, begin with nega­ 
tive answers. 
m s teachings not n ew . 
I. Not In the words he ottered, for these 
had been nearly, if not absolutely, all ut­ 
tered by other mouths, many of them in 
distant lands and in earlier days. 
Every 
candid scholar knows that the student is 
now able to match each burning word of 
his with kindred word picked out of 
the prophetic wealth of Jewry, Greece, 
Persia, India. China even. UeXknows that 
not only Moses and Isaiah but also Buddha, 
Zoroaster, Confucuis, Socrates and Plato 
did bring out of tho deep places of God 
the same 
nuggets of gold that Jesus 
washed. The infinite father sets all His 
children to work in the eame mine, und 
they who go deep enough and wash with 
the same care, find in their pan the same 
gold-dust of eternal truth. 
Says Max 
Mueler, “there I* no religion, or if there is, 
I do not know it which does not say—“do 
good, avoid evil, * * 
man was never, 
nor in any nation forsaken of G( I ” 
Buddha said lei a man overcome anger by 
lov“, hatred by good, the greedy by liber­ 
ality, (he liar by tru’h. Conlucuis in dis­ 
tant China heard before the Judean shep­ 
herds the evangel of peace. 
My doctrine 
is easy to understand, he said. 
“It con 
sis is in having the heart right, and in lov­ 
ing one's neighbor as one’s self.” One word 
stands for the rule of hic, he says and tnat 
is “reciprocity”—“What you do not like 
when done to yourself, do not that to oth­ 
ers.” Says Sao-Tso “recompense enmity by 
doing good.” Says the old Brahmin Bible 
“let one gently reply to them who kcurso 
him,” and the Persian Sage said that “to 
vex a man wile words 19 sin.” The Bud­ 
dhist Bible ha* its commands against kill­ 
ing, stealing, adultery, lying, aud another 
much omitted, sadly needed, in both Jew­ 
ish and Christian cedes—1“thou shalt not 
intoxicate thyself.” 
From the abruptness with which tho 
New Testament record start* off and the 
assumed blackness of that abyss which the 
popular mind conceives of as existing be­ 
tween the last chapter of Malachl and the 
first chapter of Matthew, the originality 
cf the gospels is greatly exaggerated. Says 
the noble and lamented scholar, Emanual 
Deutch, than whom I suppose no one is 
more able to speak upon the Jews ol that 
time and the Talmud (which might be 
called the New Testament part of the Jew­ 
ish Bible.) 
“There are striking parallels of dogma and 
parable, of allegory and proverb exhibited by the 
Gospel and Talmudic writings. There are many 
mors vital points of contact between the New 
Testament and the Talmud than Divines seem 
fully to realize. The terms‘Redemption,’ ‘Ha; 
ti»m,’ ‘Grace,’ ‘Faith,’ ‘Salvation,' ‘Regeneration,’ 
‘Son of Man,* ‘Son of God,' ‘Kingdom of Heaven,’ 
were not, as we are apt to think, invented by 
Christianity, but were household words of Tai 
mudlcal Judaism 
No leas loud and bitter in the 
Talmud are tho protests against ‘llp-se. ving,’ 
against, ‘making the law a burden to the people,' 
against ‘laws that hang on hails,' against ‘Priest 
and Pharisees,’ "—Literary romaine pp *6-7. 
But were all these sayings ot Jesus ab­ 
solutely unique, not found in the literature 
of 
any 
speoplc 
or 
time, 
I 
submit 
that 
the 
sayings, 
the 
abstract principles in themselves are not 
aiequate to account for Chrstiamty and 
lls mighty power. 
Arrange the words ot Jesus in tabular 
form, placing here his moral precepts,here 
his theological and intellectual statements, 
and there nispropbiciesaod promises, leave 
therein all the divinity in their utterance 
but leave out the man—the Jew, the cit lzen 
of Nazareth, the son of Mary and Joseph; 
admit no hint of his humane actions, leave 
no traces of the warm blood, the noble “en­ 
thusiasm of humanity” that the author of 
Boca Homo speaks of, and what do you 
have? The ashes left in the chemist’s 
crucible. The rose as it comes from the 
press, it* fragrance all expressed, its living 
beauty gone. You haye a boquet of willed 
flowers. You have the stuff out of which 
the uselen dogmp* of the church hvve been 
elaborated. 
You have the timber out of 
which theological carpenters have built 
the small gangways of the creeds which 
accommodate the few who trip across them 
over the river of Death into Heaven. Sure­ 
ly these contain not the secret of tho power 
of Him whom the centuries unite in callmg 
Saviour; to whom the large majority ot 
Christendom irreverently ascribe tne attri­ 
bute of Almighty God, and worship as the 
King of Heaven and earth. 
ARGUMENT FROM MI RCL ES. 
2. His power lies not in his won­ 
der working. Tho time wei when the 
miracle did go to prove the doctrine, but 
the time 1* when tho doctrine has hard 
work to prove the miracle 
Some time 
since, at our Madison Conference, the 
Presbyterian Professor of the University 
confessed that ho did not believe in Jesus 
because of tho miracles but that ho bol lov­ 
ed in the miracle because of Jesus, thus 
admitting that miracles load down the 
power and nameol Jesus. Admitting their 
truth, science has rendered tame those 
Judean 
surprises 
by 
its 
greater 
wonders 
of 
domesticated 
lightning, 
harnessed steam, trained streel fingers, 
that excel the precision of living flesh and 
blood. Voices heard across a continent. 
Iron cyladers 
talking, laugning, siuging 
like men. Besides no teacher of religion 
in ancient times but what comes endorsed 
with miracles es startling as any ascribed 
to Jesus, and many ot them come with his­ 
tories and literary evidence of equal au­ 
thenticly tho testimory of eye witnesses 
recorded in ancient writing*. Zoroaster 
and Conf JCious arc said to have no father. 
Buddha wa* horn of a Virgin, according to 
the records. His came means something 
akin to Logos—the Enlightened f Word. 
All religions have their miricles too. The 
dead are raised, the hungry led and hidden 
things discerned by supernatant power*. 
if we are to believe the New Testament's 
account of casting out of devils, what shall 
we say of the devil* that were cast out by 
the Christian Fathers ? Their healings and 
wonder workings are better attested; it an­ 
cient testimony and historic records can 
attest to sach things. 
Waiving the ques­ 
tion of miracles enough for my purpose to­ 
night to assert lhat.the marvel workings of 
the New Testament is inadequate to ex­ 
plain the large power; that has clustered 
around the name of Jesus. 
JESUS NOT THE 80LE FACTOR ’N CHRISTIAN* 
HY. 
3 The interests of truth also demands that 
we take into cous deration the facts which 
Christolatry persistently ignores. 
Chris­ 
tianity is the product of complex causes. 
It is a fabric not woven of one thread but 


ol many. 
Since the writings of Buckle 
and Draper and others who recognize the 
mighty 
influence which race, climate, 
commerce and science haye had in shap­ 
ing historic Christianity, its thoughts and 
it* charities—the famous 15th chapter oi 
Gibbon’s decline of the Roman Empire 
where he enumerates the Avo great causes 
which on natural grounds would account 
tor the rise aud power of the Christian 
Church is not regarded so wicked atter 
all. It is poor Christianity that tis unjust 
and ucgcnarous towards its great co-labor­ 
ers. 
Science, 
Letters, aye, even 
the 
righteous Sword born not out of the words, 
or the works of Jesus, but born with him 
out of the fertile womb of tho universe 
children of the most high God, prophet* 
of the better day, redeemers of the evil 
time. 
“TUE LIFE WAS IN THE LIGHT OF MEN.” 
What then ’* the secret of that power? 
What is it that bas been the light o1 
men ? The Life the record of which a* 
some one has said we read between the 
line of the gospel pages. 
It lies in that 
tender 
eye 
that 
looks 
down 
in 
pity 
upoa 
wayward 
Jerusalem. 
In the gentle heart too full of love to cen­ 
sure, that compels the words—“Neither do 
I condemn you go sin no more. ” It lies 
in that sublime soul that bigotry, aristocra­ 
cy, and priestcraft attempted in vain to 
silence, though they hung its mangled 
bo Jy upon a crop* ; it triumphed so grand­ 
ly that it speaks n*ow with a thousand 
tongues when before controlled but one. 
What though the broken records of that 
lite were more meagre than they are, and 
none bnt student know how meagre they 
are. What though the difficulties of these 
cr :pel studies were greater than we now 
find them to be, how few are the teachers 
who are candid enough to admit how 
great the difficulties are, still I am sure a 
light wonld still flow from that life n long 
as men could catch a single ray streaming 
from the face of that enthusiast pouring out 
the wealth of his prophetic soul to that 
ioue woman at the Sychar well. Gerra- 
zim and Jerusalem fading into insignifi­ 
cance a* the vision of the hour “that com­ 
eth and now is. when God the Bpirit should 
be worshipped in spirit and in truth.” 
While men can feel a single throb of that 
heart, that human heart, swelling with 
humaue instincts r* he shames the arro­ 
gant lawyer with the story of a benevolent 
Samaritan, they’ll devoutly honor this 
power. These life touches—“Jesus wept,” 
“lie looked on Peter;” “He went about 
doing good.” lie who solitary, suspected, 
misunderstood, with a human heart quick 
to all these indignities wrq still loyal to 
what he knew to be duty. Faithful to the 
highest impulses of his soul, not to be in­ 
timidated by throat, uadaunt I by dan­ 
ger. 
lie who even in the dread moment 
when it seemed that even the God of the 
universe, wrs about to forsake him, “My 
Gc I, why hest Thou forsaken me ?” took 
nothing back, asked no truce of tyranny 
and bigotry. This life in it* noble good­ 
ness is me divine life which is the light ot 
men.” It is the God givea part, too large 
for our definition, too subtle for our analy­ 
sis. It is 'he tender mystery of Gc J— 
“ What heart cin comprehend Thy name, 
Or searching, Had Thee oat ? 
VV 110 an within, a quickening flame 
A presence round about.” 
But do we in contersiug that this life is 
incxplaiuable al the same time assert that 
it ’*» unhuman or ex’ia human, above hu­ 
manity. God ** not the only mystery and 
it ail mybtcrioiH powers is to bo domesti­ 
cated In the Godhead then not trinity but 
polytheism *s the true theology. It wp* 
a human lite finding its mystic connection 
with God that formed the Light. 
THIS LIGHT NATURAL THOUGH DiViNE. 
This light J* not limited to the life that 
began in the Bethlehem stables. The pos­ 
sibility of this heavenly connection is not 
confined to the land ot J udea nor to the 
time when Herod the great, ruled the 
province of Judea. 
Life everywhere 19 
lrom God, and it always is the light of men. 
earned commentaries have been written, 
elaborate laws have been framed and for­ 
gotten, but a divine lite ha* never failed of 
its m r *un. The man Moses tc-day ’* a 
greater light than the laws that bear hi* 
name. Show me a home, church or state 
that depends upon outward law, formal 
regulation, written rule for i’s d^oipline, 
and I point you to such that is void of 
power, empty of love, dark as the light 
house with the lamp not burning. This Is 
the in ta k e the creed makers,and theolog­ 
ical teachers have been making all along, 
assuming that the statement of my text 
was true only of Jesu«, and true only of 
nim in some peculiar unnatural way. Ii 
true of him it is true of you and me ; upon 
this connection between lite and light, no 
race or age can claim monopoly. It follows 
no line ot ecclesiastical succession ; it asks 
no no’sy council to determine upon what 
head it shall next shine for tho healing of 
men. The life always is the higher ex­ 
planation of the word. It is everywhere 
the unerring index of the thought. I read 
ot the power of Sakya-Mum—the Buddha, 
the name that carries inspiration and 
warmth to more sauls than any other name 
lisped by man ; 300,000,000 or nearly one- 
third of the whole earth worship him as 
savior—their incarnate Gcd and marvel at 
its power, and ask whence it came. I dis­ 
cover the secret when I learn that he was 
the man who turned aside from the honors 
of royalty, reluscd the luxury of a palace, 
aud tore from hi* heart the sweet benedic­ 
tion of domestic love and parental affec­ 
tion. 
With a mendicants garb for a royal 
robe, a hermits cfil for his home he 
shielded his eyes in tho wilderness, that 
the divine truth might come, that he might 
know the evils ot tho woilJ. “The life was 
the light ot m en” 
I read again of tho noble power of 
Socrates, 
see 
him 
canonized 
a* 
a 
Christian 
saint 
by 
the 
early 
church. 
I find 
Dean Stanley, repre­ 
sentative of an exclusive church, placing 
hun among the gain's of the world along 
side of the rarest of christians and I look 
for the explanation and I find it in the 
story of his manliness, the one incident in 
his career that shows that rather than 
swerve a hairs breadth from tho line ot 
conscience, rather than turn his back for a 
moment on truth he is willing to quietly 
take the deadly hemlock, and with steady 
hand drains it to the dregs and goes to hi* 
last sleep as to a mother’s arms. This is 
the ray of calcium light that penetrates the 
darkucrs of twenty-four centuries, and 
illuminates the whole mystery, not what 
he said, or did but what he was. The “ life

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light which o’ersteps the boundaries o: 
America and illumines the race. Why 
Because that which lies back of all Web­ 
ster’s attainment, that which furnishes the 
final test. t i : life was not shaped to the 
divine plan, hence the light flickered. 
While the soul of Abraham Lincoln was 
an eolian baip upon tne mystic strings of 
Which the etcrn «! God played, producing

It Is not 
strange that men are prone to worship 
such.

The 
pharisee who cast in much into tho con­ 
tribution box is remembered only in con­ 
tempt while the widow who gave but two 
mites, only a farthing is safely enshrined 
in the heart of Christendom. Why ? Be­ 
cause he gave out of his purse, she out of 
her life. 
Webster, with his massive brain and 
eagle eye, mighty in his giant intellect, 
rich in the learning of the schools and 
proud in the honors of his country, is pass 
mg away, while tho uncouth son at tho 
West, tutored by tho our and the axe, tho 
pitch pine fire his only collets hall, with 
little genius and no erudition is a growing 


ing Jesus a mere man ? 
Oh how I recoil 
from thai adjective. An intelligent scien­ 
tist would blush to apply it to a pebble, 
aud say a mere ptbbJi. “Draw who can the 
tho mystic line between the human and 
Divine.” Mere man ! 
“As if,” says Em­ 
erson, “you were to say—‘Poor God, with 
no one to help him.” The white roofed 
Andes might es well be called “mere 
mount ai nst he giants of Mardip- sa “mere 
t r e e s Jupiter with his moons aud Saturn 
with his mystic rings ss “mere stars.” 
Would you try to degrade wblto-wiuged 
Michael himself, the High Priest of tho

Tile ship Great Republic was built at 
East Boston by Donald McKay in 1803; 
was put up when finished, rn New Yolk 
for ban Francisco. 
When nearly loaded 
she [took fire and burned to the water s 
edge, involving a loss ot cargo aud ship < f 
nearly $ 100.000. 
Nearly the whole whs 
insured and paid for by various cowpat.- 
ies iu New York aud ii- ton; she was thin 
sold at public auction, the mere shell of a 
4 OOO ton ship, for 
$'J«,o00; bought by 
Mersre. Low Sc Brothers OI that city. They 
repaired or built her up again with three 
decks, leaving off one—she bad lour when 
first completed. When finished in autumn 
ot 1854 we thought lier the finest craft 
ever put alioat. 
Captaiu Joseph Limc- 
buruer ot the clipper .-hip bat Hue I Russell 
was appointed to take charge ot lu r tor a 
trip to London. 
She sailed the following 
February, 1830, for London, with upwards 
of 3,000 tons ol nrxed 
freight; chiefly, 
however, ct guano. 
She made land in I'd 
days. 
She was then chartered to the French 
government, 
aud sailed for 
M*rs< ii C3 
which port she reached in Id thiys. 
They 
loaded 
her 
with ordnance ot 
heavy 
caliber, and 3,313 horses; and with French 
officers in the cabin she sailed for the 
Clime*. 
She delivered bir freight f > 
satisfactory that they rechartered her tor 
another six months and kept her fourteen 
mouths in the same service.

French government accept J the charter, 
she was remet* sur< J In London by govern­ 
ment officials, and lound to be 3,out) tons— 
measured in the old way, not by sections. 
tShe had four mas "—the fourth bark- 
rigged. 
She was 303 feet long, 34 feet 
berm; from the deck to the main truck 
she measured 210 feet. 
With the French 
blue, white and red, all four mas*1 covered 
with Marryat’s naval numbers from the 
lr 3, and the American star spangled ban. 
ner at the peak, Count Cumbaces, the 
officer in charge at Marseilles remarked 
that she 
the prittiest marine view he 
ever remembered t i have witnessed ; In 
lactshe b ?ame the favorite among 800 
transport out of that port.

ted ate Liners to tow her up, but could reach 
the Darndaaells better under canvass than 
under towage, so they let her sail up and 
tow; J her through the strait.

When she returned to New York she 
was put Upon the berth tor California and 
leaded rapidly for that place. 
lier passages were always fine ; in one 
of these passages she crossed the equator 
inside ot 13 days, and made the most miles 
in 24 hours’ run ever made by steam or 
sailing ship—412 miles—392 miles being 
the best ever made by a recent pa-sage to 
Bogland. 
In one of her voyages from the 
Chincha islands with 4 OOO tons of guano, 
w hile running twenty miles an hour oil 
Cape Horn, With a tearful sea running, she 
had a sea come OO board just under tie 
main yard, which stove in fitly feet ol the 
deck about the main hatch and titled her 
with water, and she came ne*r foundering. 
She became so water-logged that it wts a 
si nous matter to save the ship, but by 
superhuman ell rt they worked her up to 
Port Stanley, Falkland Islands, men all 
jro out, baodsore from the ammonia

the skin off. 
When she bove insight oi the port asteam- 
er came out and her captain a-kid it he 
wanted to tow into the anchorage. 
Limc- 
burner said, “That depends on your price. 
What will you take us up for?'’ 
“Four 
hundred dollars,’1 said the captain of the 
steamer. “ Well, hook on to us.” 
And 
wheu she came to at ber anchors and the 
capUiu ot the steamer found it was a case 
of savage—say one-half—he was furiously 
indignant. 
Before she could proceed upon ber voy­ 
age to London they had to send to Monte­ 
video tor sails aLd provision, and the 
whole cost from this unlucky sea was $40,- 
000 
Atter delivering the cargo she returned 
to New York and loaded for Sau Francis­ 
co. 
Returning from that voyage she was 
sold to parties in St. John, N. B., and 
loaded deals for London, thence to Rio 
Janiero. 
On ber return to England, when 
off Bermuda, she sprang a leak on the bdl 
of March, 1872, and was abandoned. 
The 
captain and crew arrived stiely iii their 
boats at Bermuda on the* above date. 
The last time she was loaded tor San 
Francisco her freight amounted to $100.- 
C JO; expenses, $110,000, inc-} ad lug repairs, 
provisions, etc., tor round voyage.
